improved channel impulse response estimate p(K) = (H H W(K).H) 1 .H H W{K).y as 
claimed in independent claim 1 and similarly claimed in independent claims 11 and 20. 
Therefore claims 1 - 3, 5 - 13, 15-20 are novel and non-obvious over prior art of 
record.
